A monthJy financial statement of the 
street railway department has just 
come to the city commissioners, the 
same being for the month of Novem- 
ber. The deficit for the month was 
83,672.40. Total receipts. for the 
month amounted to 26,574.78 with ex- 
penditure of $30,244.48. And of this 
expenditure, the gum of $3,432.95 is 
charged to maintenance, 

At the rate of November deficit the 
next fiscal year deficit wiuld amount 
to some 845,000. ‘ However, this can- 
not be taken as ai average month as 
next summer business will certainly be 
heavier, a 

The number of cars operated dur- 
ing November was 30, while a year ago 
the number was but 4.. During the 
month the aggregate of milage run Dy 
street cars amounted to 89,930.80. 
That is if une car were operated as 
far ag the entire milage covered by 
all the 30 cars during the month that 
car could cover 89,930.86, The dead 
milage amounted to 549.6 miles. By 
dead milage is meant the distance cov- 
ered by cars going to and from their 
respective lines of operation. Last year 
during the month of November, the 
total milage was but 53,915.85 miles. 

The average fare paid during the 
month was 4.1 cents. Last year it 
was the same, 

While the street railway received 4.4 
per capila for carrying passengers, it 
cost the cily 4.8 cents to carry each 
passenger, Last year‘during the month 
of November, the cost of carrying each 
passenger was 5.4 while during Octo- 
ber this present year the cost was 5.7 
cents. 

The receipts per car per hour during 
November were $2.47, tL. was the same 
last year. The receipts per car per 
diem amounted to $36.25. Last year 
the same month amounted to $38.72.
